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time than 48 hours without a permit from the superintendent of health of the city: 
Provided, That nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the board of health, in 
extraordinary cases requiring prompt and effective action for the preservation of 
public health, from ordering and requiring proper disposal of the remains of any dead 
person within such time as the exigencies of each case may so require — and such 
authority and power in such cases is hereby expressly conferred upon the board 
of health of the city. 

318. General penalty clause. — Any person, firm, or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this chapter, as hereinabove set out, or failing or refusing to abate any act 
condition, or thing declared to be a nuisance, after being notified to abate, remove, 
or discontinue the same, save and except when the same is exclusively provided for 
by statute or a specific penalty is hereinbefore prescribed in any section of this chapter, 
shall be subject to a penalty of $25 for each and every such offense; and each day 
any such act, condition, or thing declared a nuisance shall be continued, after proper 
notice to discontinue, abate, or remove the same, shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Samples of Medicine— Distribution Prohibited. (Ord. Feb. 28, 1913.) 

319. Medicine samples — Distribution of. — No person, firm, or corporation shall be 
permitted to give away, deposit, or otherwise distribute any sample package, parcel, 
box, or other quantity of any nostrum, proprietary medicine, or othsr material of an 
alleged medicinal character, or claiming to be a curative agency, by means of deposit- 
ing or leaving the same in any hallway, private area or yard, or on any street, alley, 
or public place in the city. Any person violating any provision of this section, and 
every person, firm, or corporation causing or inducing the same, shall be subject 
to a penalty of $10 for each and every such offense.
